Dear Eric: 

I think I have a bit of a surprise for you this time. 
Enclosed herewith are copies of my recent correspondence 
with Mr. Harry B. McDaniel. Under separate cover I have 
mailed you the silver Indian arm band that he mentions in 
the letters. 

I talked to Mr. McDaniel and have received his permission 
to send this to you for examination and authentication. 

I am sure that you, more than anyone else, are best qual- 
ified to pass judgment on it. 

I carefully weighed the arm band and found it to weigh 
90.8385 grams. We then tried to calculate the weight of 
the coins by holding them away from the link and re-weigh- 
ing the arm band. This was not the best way to do it but 
about all we could do, since he does not want the links 
disturbed in any way. As near as I can tell, the sharper 
specimen weighs 1.45 grams and the poorer specimen weighs 
1 . 6288 grams . 

This means that both coins weigh considerably more than 
the 1.12 grams that the Appleton specimen weighs. You will 
also quickly notice, of course, that the dies are completely 
different. 

Even with all of these things against the coins, they seem 
to have an air of authenticity. The arm band, hallmark and 
everything else about it seem so convincing that it is hard 
to believe someone faked the whole thing. 

Let’s keep this whole thing between ourselves for a while 
until we are certain about what we have here. Perhaps then 
we can publish it. This certainly will be an important 
numismatic discovery, if it turns out to be authentic. 
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I am leaving for vacation tomorrow and will not return 
until the 17th. Please return the arm band directly to 
Mr. McDaniel as soon as you are finished with it.

I have re- 
turned the item to the owner as you instructed. 

He T. b.ballnark differs fronthe hallmarks of Timothy Iwight 
m my silv^ books in that (a) the letters do not have ceriphs, 
(b) there are only four dots instead of a circle of dots, (c) 
the dots are not evenly spaced. I believe that if photographs 
were ordered of the hallmarks on well known pieces of Timothy 
i wight it can be readily determined whether this hallmark is 
from the sane punch or punches as genuine pieces. This is Yunaa- 
nental in verifying the coins. 

There are a number of curious situations to evalute, each of 
which points to a fabrication* 

1. The texture of the silver of the threepences and the armband 
is virtually identical and yet the coins and armband were 
supposed to be made at different times. (Dwight was born 

in I6h$ or later). 

2. The three lower links are soldered and there was no solder 
in the seventeenth century. 

3* The end loops on the armband are soldered closed for no 
reason. 

ii« The top four holes show no wear from ornaments be ng hung 
on them. 

5>. The threepences are both ver round whereae original ?IE 
pieces are not. 

6. The holes in each threepence la in exactly the same place 
as on the Yale original.

7* The two threepences on the armband hay* a different obverse 
and reverse die punch than any other NE piece of any de- 
nomination. (The original threepence has the same obverse 
punch as the original sixpence}* 

6. There is only one reverse die for IM sixpence and it would 
be surprising if there were nor*’ than one die made for the 
threepence which was issued in very small amounts for only 
a part of a year* 

9* The left upright of the N does not connect with the diagonal 
and this is not found on any NK die. 

10. Any Indian armband made after 1660 would probably use willow 
or Oak 'free coins for decoration and Timothy Dwight was 
not working until after that date. 

11* I cannot dpHr Pro the weight ac -urately. the right link 
and coin together weigh 27$ grains, the left 29 grains. 

I figure the links at about L grains (length 3h am* dia ^ ter 
1 ota) , This would leave the plan Chets t o heavy as they 
would not exceed 18 grains with the hole solid (18$ mm 
diameter, $ ran thick). 

12. The story as to how it was acquired recently indicates 
the seller has not been accurate*

Many thanks for your latest letter. Judy says she is sorry 
about misinterpreting "research” for "reception", and con- 
gratulations to Mrs. Barrett for figuring this out. 

I will send you copies of the various book reviews, etc., that 
I have received. I am sure there are many more that have not 
come back to me. Most of these simply repeat the News Release 
mailed from this office. 

Sales on the book are as good as expected. Approximately 130 
dozen have been sold to date. Many of the covers were damaged 
and rendered unusable when we shipped them to the Hannibal 
plant. We ended up with a total production of only 8,000 books. 
It is, therefore, conceivable that we will need a second edition 
within a year or so. I, too, am amazed that we have found so 
few corrections to be made in the book. It is fortunate indeed 
that none of them are of a serious nature. I have reread the 
material many times but still fail to find any place where we 
did not change the copy to correspond with the Spink findings. 

Currently we have several books on the fire. My next project 
will be revising Charles Schermerhorn's Mint Error book. My 
new assistant, Neil Shafer, is working on T. V. Buttrey's 
manuscript covering Mexican decimal coins. After that we have 
to organize the excellent work by Bob Willey covering the coins 
and tokens of Canada, and somewhere in between all of this, we 
have a couple of small manuscripts covering foreign coins struck 


J 
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at the United States mints and U. S. fractional currency. 

I am also toying with the idea of publishing a book on 
Colonial and Continental currency. 

This latter book is perhaps one in which you would have a 
great deal of interest. Lester Merkin has given me the name 
of a Mr. Arnold Perl who supposedly has a text compiled by 
Bradbeer covering this series in great detail. Lester seems 
to think that this man could to a creditable job covering 
these notes , and I have asked him to submit an outline and 
samples of his work. Do you think that I am following the 
right course, or is this a job for you or someone else? 

I certainly hope that when some of these projects are out of 
the way, we can get together on another monumental book. I 
have nothing specific in mind but undoubtedly we could do 
something in the colonial field. Speaking of unfinished books, 
whatever happened to the work on Washington coins, tokens and 
medals that you and George Puld started several years ago? 

I know that you have several books in the fire and hope that 
WHITMAN can have the opportunity to publish some of them that 
would appeal to a mass market.

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Almost the first act of the Massachusetts Colonial Assembly, after 
Lexington and Concord, was the emission of paper money in the teeth of 
the Royal prerogative. The skirmishes at Lexington and Concord had 
relatively little provocative effect on the English. They had simply 
been attempts to protect some trumpery stores. But expanding the 
paper currency against the expressed orders of Whitehall was brazen 
defiance. On the first of May, 111$, the Committee of Safety for

Massachusetts passed a resolution allowing the paper money of the 
neighboring colonies to "be paid and received within this Colony." 

It read: 

"Whereas ,v many of our brethren of the Colonies of Connecticut 
and Rhode Island are now with us, to assist us in this day of public 
and general distress, in which we are all deeply concerned; and where- 
as our brethren of said Colonies have brought with them some of the

On July 7, 1775, the Provincial Congress provided for more paper 
currency. It was resolved that since the plates for the payment of 
the soldiers "are still sufficient for the striking off a number of 
impressions oh each plate" that there be struck off 667 sheets on the

On July 6th the Commit tee ■ of ; Safety recommended that the; Provincial 
Congress provide an issue of £>100,000 in bills of credit for the people 
to use in business transactions and to defray the public expense. 

Revere discussed' the issue with them, suggesting details of size and 
number of bills, although many of his suggestions were not followed. 
Congress dissolved on July 19, and further action was brought before 
the newly created House of Representatives. On July 27 a committee 
reported in favor of an emission of £>100,000, with amounts from one 
to i oroy shillings, the work to be done by Revere. The printing was 
i to be the figure of an American with a sword in his right hand and the 
inscription suspended therefrom, "Ense Petit Plac-Idam Sub Libertate 
Qvietem"; from his left hand "Magna Charta," and around the figure 
the words: "Issued in Defence of American Liberty." A tax was levied 
to provide for the redemption of the bills. This became the emission 
of August 18, 1775. 

Scarcely had this issue been placed in circulation than another 
emission was needed to discharge debts. An act of December 22, 1775, 
provided for an issue of £>75,000 in bills to be dated December 7. The 
denominations were altered^ but the same designs were used. The date 
was merely changed on the Sword in Hand reverse plate. Sixty-two 
hundred fifty of the new denominations were to be printed. We have the 
following note from Revere to the Congress.

"The paper of the last cost me 6 Dollars, A Rheara, when 
I didn't expect to give but four, which made forty-four Dollers 
odds, the Committee of the House ordered- the Paper to be made, and 
did not agree for the price & I was obliged to pay the paper maker 
his demand." 

In the Spring of 1776 Revere entered military service. On April 
10, the House of Representatives appointed him Major of the regiment 
fortifying the town and harbor of Boston for a service of thirty days. 
On May 10 he was chosen Major in Lieutenant Colonel Thomas Craft’s 
artillery regiment, and on November 29, Lieutenant Colonel of the 
regiment. He continued in service until May Ij., 1780 . As a result of 
his army career Revere did not have much time for engraving. The 
Massachusetts June 18, 1776 issue of paper money was printed from type 



by Benjamin Edes. For the next issue of September 17, 1776, the House 
appointed a committee "to wait upon Mr. Revere, to know if he can recut 
the former plates, to answer in part for the new emiss ion of bills; 
agreed to be emitted," and also to obtain from the Treasurer the 
copper plates in his possession for the emission of December 7 , 1775. 
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On September 10, a representative was ordered to "wait on Mr.' Revere, 
to desire him to alter the word Colony in the plate on which the bills 
of credit are to be struck off, and insert State in the room thereof f."

Later, the act of December 7 provided for an issue of »70,000 to 
^ be dated October 18, 1776. This was to be an issue of 5143 bills each 
of the lower denominations to 4 s *6d., and three thousand of each 
denomination from 6s. to 72s. The front of the bill was to be engraved 
from a copper plate "with a handsome border," and the back was to be 
printed from type metal with a suitable ornament.

Dear Mr. Newman: 

In response to your inquiry about the value of the 1776 New 
Hampshire copper coin, I can only tell you that the piece is 
extremely rare and no genuine specimen of this coinage has 
been sold in recent years. It is therefore impossible to quote 
any current sales records and the best one can do is estimate 
its probably value, based on the present market trends of 
similar coins of comparable rarity and numismatic importance. 

To the best of my knowledge, your specimen is one of only five 
or six known genuine examples of this coinage. The piece is 
of utmost historical significance, as it represents the first 
attempt at an independent state coinage for this nation and it 
is the only coin ever made for New Hampshire. 

Considering the above facts, I would estimate the value of this 
piece at approximately $7,500 on today's market. This is based 
on the fact that coins of similar rarity, importance, and de- 
sirability are usually sold at prices ranging from $5,000 to 
$10,000. It also takes into account the improbability of a 
specimen of the New Hampshire copper piece being available for 
sale on the open market and the number of collectors willing 
and able to purchase such a coin. 

The Whitman Guide Book of United States Coins , which I edit 
annually, quotes current market values of most United States 
coins. The New Hampshire copper piece, however, has not been 
evaluated in this book for the past several years because there 
have been no recent sales of the piece. It is my belief that 
the replacement value of your coin, or the price at which a 
specimen would be sold should one become available on the market, 
would be approximately $7,500.

There^is apparently only one specimen known in strict Uncirculated 
condition and this was sold by the Kagins March 19, 1970, Lot 739, 
at $2,650.00. A few other specimens in Extremely Fine condition 
have recently been offered by dealers around the country, but 
apparently this variety is quite scarce. 

I do not know of any specimens without the triangular mark to 
the left of the S, but that may or may not be significant.

I recently acquired a piece of Colonial currency that has me mys- 
tified. I suspect it is a counterfeit, but perhaps you can straighten 
me out. The note is one of the Philadelphia Bettering House issues 
of March 10, 1769. It is clearly marked "EIGHTEEN PENCE," but I 
note that your catalog lists only the 1/6. Also, my piece has a 
plain back, whereas you state that only the four lowest denomina- 
tions have blank backs. My note is signed by Thomas Say, Able 
James, and Joseph Fox. 

Upon comparing this with some of Neil Shafer's notes, we found 
that he has a 2/- note of the same issue, also with unprinted back. 

You make no mention of known counterfeits of the 2/- piece; therefore 
the whole situation has me somewhat confused. 

Enclosed is a crummy Xerox copy of my note - I guess the machine 
was kind of tired today.
